ptandard-bearer at the Kansas City 
convention in June. California vot- 
ers backed their twenty-nine dele- 
gates in no uncertain terms, so that 
there will be nothing porfunetory 
about the representation of the Gold- 
en State in -the G. O. P. convention 
hall. 


The San Gabriel valley voted with 


surprising enthusiasm. While there 
were organizations in every commun- 
ity, working to get out the vote, it 
was felt that because of the lack of 
contest, the vote would be light. A 
preference primary is but a straw 
vote, and many voters do not take 
such a primary seriously. 


Fishing and golf is liable to take

In the San Gabriel 
valley, some precincts showed a lead 
vote for Walsh, due to the activities 
of the prohibition element in the 
Democratic party.' But Smith was 
an easy winner throughout the state. 
The size of the Democratic vote was 
a disappointment to the Bourbons, 
however.

County Forester 
Plants 7723 Shade 
Trees on Highway 


A total of 7723 trees bordering 


more than 31 miles of highway in 
Los Angeles 'county were planted by 
the county forestry department at an 
expense of $25,717, according to the 
report of Spence D. Turner, county 
forester, on file with the county 
board of supervisors this week. 


The report shows that the cost of 


the reforestation program sponsored 
by the supervisors and the Los An- 
geles chamber of commerce was ap- 
proximately $3.33 per tree, of which 
$2 represents the maintenance charge 
for the year. 


Turner plans on increasing his 


budget $18,000 for the next fiscal 
year, which if approved, will pro- 
vide funds for planting and beauti- 
fying an additional 25 miles of major 
highways within the county. 


"It is our intention to continue 


planting until every primary traffic 
artery is lined on both sides with 
shade and ornamental trees," Turn- 
er declares. 


Among the districts benefited dur- 


ing the past year through the tree 
planting program of the county, 
were: Hawthorne boulevard, West 
Ninety-sixth street; Amestoy ave- 
nue, Castiac, Ventura road, and num- 
erous highways in Norwalk, Belle- 
flower, Downey, Monetu, Gardenn, 
Willowbrook, La Crescenta, Flint- 
ridge, Belvedere Gardens, Wilmar, 
Baldwin Park, Pahndale, Lancaster, 
and others. 


Flats is at an elevation of about 
6500 feet, and is heavily covered 
with snow in the winter period. 


The new recreation camp will be 


reached by the San Gabriel canyom- 
road, newly built at less than two 
per cent compensated grade to the 
site of the San Gabriel dam, thence 
by the high-line road now building, 
which skirts the mountainsides above 
Camp Rincon, and on into the north 
fork to Coldbrook camp, which is at 
an elevation of about 3600 feet. 
From Coldbrook 'camp the county 
will build a six per cent grade road 
to Mount Islip. It is designed to 
become a part of the road leading 
over the shoulder of Islip into Big 
Rock canyon, which leads down the 
northern slope of the Sierra Madre 
range to the Antelope valley, where 
it will connect with the paved road 
system across that valley to Bakers- 
field and northern points. 


The road up the canyon and over 


Mount Islip will cut off many miles 
in the trip from San Diego to San 
Francisco. The north fork road will 
also tie in with the Los Angeles 
coun,ty rim road now under survey, 
which will connect all the canyons 
of the main San Gabriel canyon, and 
also connect with Big Pines camp 
through Cattle canyon, the east fork 
of the San Gabriel. 


County supervisors yesterday re- 


•ceivcd word of the receipt of their 
water filings at Sacramento with the 
division of water rights, which, when 
approved, will also assist in the es- 
tablishment of a state fish hatchery, 
which is expected to be established 
near Coldbrook camp. Crystal lake 
is to be stocked with bass or trout. 


Acquirement of the new recrea- 


tion grounds was made possible 
through the forest reserve officials 
granting the allocation of the land 
to the county under an agreement of 
long standing. The new camp will 
die within one hour's drive from up- 
per San Gabriel valley points, and 
one hour and forty-five minutes from 
downtown Los Angeles.

with his terms in the assembly, the 
senate, as presiding officer of the 
senate, as lieutenant-governor and 
governor, has been in touch with 
state affairs for a longer period than 
any man ever elected to a state of 
fice, and it was his regime tha 
brought about the consolidation o 
more tiutn 140 state- commission 
concentrating them into nine depart 
ments, and establishing a governor's 
cabinet composed of the department 
al heads. Through this cabinet meet 
ing, held once a month, the governor 
is able to get first-hand information 
as to the progress of all work. 


In his address he reviewed each 


department, including the depart- 
ment of education, of public institu- 
tions, of industrial relations, of so- 
cial welfare, of agriculture, of nat- 
ural resources, of finance, water 
rights, and the highway commission. 
He dwelt at considerable length on 
the difficult work of caring for the 
unfortunate, the blind, the insane, 
and the feeble-minded, declaring that 
newer methods born of careful study 
are making these institutions of a 
character comparing favorably with 
the best in the world. He spoke 
the budgeting and publishing of the 
proposed work for every state high 
way, an enormous program sustainec 
by the one-cent gas tax. One of the 
most important tasks of the depart 
ment of agriculture was that of in 
spection in connection with pest con 
trol, he said, a constant warfare 
carried on to prevent the entrance 
of devastating pests from outside 
states and countries.

Careful 
surveys by the United States cham- 
ber of commerce and many state 
chambers had made it an assured 
fact that the higher dues, at least 
reaching twenty-four dollars a year, 
was the most desirable and practi- 
cable. 


The Glendora chamber, he said, 


had been organized on this basis, 
and had received over two hundred 
nemberships, making it possible to 
retire all accumulated debts and 
finance a liberal budget for the year.

For Victims of 
St. Francis Flood 


(By Mrs. Mary M. Coivmn) 


The women of the Saugus Com- 


munity club, who lost seven of their 
members in the recent St. Francis 
dam disaster, and whose tiny club- 
house was, during those first tragic 
days, a refuge, hospital and morgue 
held last Thursday a touching me- 
morial service. Some two hundrec' 
women from clubs which had re- 
sponded to the early call for lieli 
were invited to attend, to which in 
vitation some two hundred from the 
district responded. The brief service 
•was simple in the extreme, but tragic 
in its every detail, since loss of some 
sort had touched almost every home 
Out of the little group of" schooi 
children attending, ten were gone 
and all the local people were worn 
and spent by the unusual combina- 
tion of shock, anxiety, sorrow am] 
strenuous service. 


Following the service, fifty or 


more cars, preceded by a city motor 
guard, traveled some thirty miles 
along the path of the flood. Al- 
though many reports, vivid and ter- 
rible, have been written of the ruin 
caused by the flood, no word "of 
tongue or pen" can bring to anyone 
the realization of the utter desola- 
tion of the entire region, nor yet a 
full conception of the power and 
force of the rush of water which car- 
ried iron railway bridges and <{reat 
cement abutments a hundred feet as 
if they were but straws. A long row 
of unclaimed and wrecked automo- 
biles was a mute but striking inci- 
dent of the grim tragedy. 


Throughout the day no word of 


blame, no word of bitterness was ex- 
pressed; only the hope that out of 
the terrible loss might come a fed- 
eral and state strict supervision of 
all dams.

Michigan 
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Shall It Be Buron Fitts?— 


A young man, not very long out of U. S. C. law school, 


beginning his career as a modest member of a noted Los An- 
geles legal firm, Buron R. Fitts, like thousands of others of 
his age, found himself confronted with the pressing duty of 
war service. The United States was preparing for war. 


It did not look like a fair break of luck that his chance 


to become a good lawyer in the fastest growing city in Amer- 
ica should be so rudely and suddenly broken into, but Buron 
Fitts accepted the situation, went to training camp, and even- 
tually went overseas as a lieutenant in a Los Angeles regi- 
ment. . 


In the battle of the Argonne he led his platoon until his 


leg was shattered by high explosive, and then directed that 
he be taken on a stretcher to the commanding officer, where 
he made a report of the situation as he saw it in his particular 
sector. 
Since that time Buron Fitts has been operated on 


twenty times because of .that stubborn injury to his leg. He 
is permanently crippled, but his friends all say with convic- 
tion that no man with two goods legs ever covered ae much 
ground as Buron is able to do with one good and one bum one. 


In the district attorney's office of Los Angeles county as 


chief deputy, he battled with crime through many days when 
the sweat came out on his forehead because of that pain in 
his leg, but his otherwise splendid vitality and force of will 
carried him through. The people toolThim out of that office 
and made him lieutenant governor, and he made good again. 
Now there are petitions pouring in, asking that he come back 
to Los Angeles and assume charge of the district attorney's 
office, in an effort to clean up a very nasty situation that has 
been caused, not only by the underworld, but the so-called 
upperworld as well. Buron may run for district attorney 
this summer. He is considering it. It looks very much as 
if we need his honest enthusiasm, his straightforward attack 
on conditions that threaten Americanism. It's a strenuous, 
job, and one that is much like walking a tight rope, this 
office of district attorney. 
The pressure from organized 


crime and from venal politicians and blue sky promoters, oil 
gamblers high and low, recreant public officials, all concen- 
trate on the district attorney's office. A man must be a man 
and see clearly to hold that office. But after all, the problem 
can be met with three good clubs—honesty, courage and abil- 
ity. 
Those who know Buron have seen him swing these 


same clubs with effect. 
f 


The district attorney's job in Los Angeles county is big- 


ger, and carries more responsibility than that of lieutenant 
governor or even governor of the state. Buron, in the army, 
was an officer of the line. The district attorney, when he is 
the proper1 kind of official, is just that same kind of an officer. 


If Buron Fitts comes out for the office of district attorney 


he is going to have a fighting campaign on his hands. There 
are powerful influences that do not want that kind of a dis- 
trict attorney, and they will fight with mud and filth and 
huge wads of money to defeat him. But with the right kind 
of people behind him, Buron will care little about that. He 
has fought through mud and filth before. 


Governor Young's Visit— 


Governor Young has been in the San Gabriel valley this 


week, talking to groups and. organizations, and as has-been 
the case in the past, he has left an impression of quiet power, 


. of leadership without pomp and swank, and an atmosphere 


of friendliness and fair dealing. 


And it conies to mind, listening to the governor talk con- 


cerning the.improvements and progress generally in the state, 
that we have not had a great deal of political fireworks since 
he took office. 
Somehow the usual tumult and shouting 


politically has died down. The governorship as a rule is ac- 
companied by a continuous factional battle, with the news- 
papers filled with political sniping, and charges and counter 
charges being hurled. This condition we have all come to 
think of as usual and perhaps a necessaray accompaniment 
to state business. 


But it does not seem to be necessary during Governor 


Young's regime, and at the same time, listening to his report 
of the work the state offices are turning out, it looks as if 
real government could be carried on without throwing up 
breastworks and conducting a constant political warfare. 


Some men make good in a striking way in political office. 


Governor Young seems to be making good without the em- 
ployment of the spectacular. It is a condition that reflects 
credit on the citizenry of the state. It looks as if the people 
were beginning to look upon their state government as a real 
and practical business, to be conducted as such, instead of as 
a political football, with the ins perpetually barricaded 
against the assaults of the outs. The state is in excellent 
shape, expanding, prosperous, and perhaps we can venture 
to say that it is governed the best that it has ever been in 
its history of statehood. 


Commuters' Fare Higher— 


(El Monte Gazette): The reduction of Pacific Electric
